LONDON, Jan. 19.— The Rus- 
sien press, today published Bri- 
tain's denial of a Pravda dispatch 
reporting rumors of British-

to send a peace offer to the 
Allies through Turkey. 

(The National Broadcasting Com- 
pany reported from Sweden today 
that Stockholm newspapers were 
about to print advices credited to 
the Geneva newspaper La Suisse 
“to the effect that Hitler has dis- 
patched semi-official represent- 
atives to Ankara to discuss separ- 
ate peace terms with Russian 
diplomats.”) 

The Communist party organ 
Pravda, the government newspaper 
Izvestia, and the army journal Red 
Star all published summaries of 
the British foreign office's refuta- 
tion of the Pravda peace rumor. 


POLISH-SOVIET QUESTION

Mustangs Bag 87 Planes 
On First 15 Operations 


A U.S. MUSTANG BASE IN 
ENGLAND, Jan. 19 ~ (CP) — In 
their first 15 missions the sensa- 
tional new, long-range Mustang 
fighters, which can out-do any 
known German interceptor” in 
combat, have destroyed or dam- 
aged 87 Nazi planes against a loss 
of six and given the U.S. Air 
Force assurance of protection for 
heavy Bombers almost anywhere 
over Germany, 

Although their presence in the 
Kuropean theatre was announced 
only last week, the Mustangs have 
been operating incognito since 
Dec, 1 and have scored 41 con- 
firmed victories over enemy 
planes, 13 probables and 33 dam- 
aged. 

The first.detailed account of 
their accomplishments was given

Biggest day for the Mustangs 
was the Kiel raid Jan. 5 when 
they blasted 18 Nazis out of the

They made their second big 
haul last Tuesday—15 Nazis with- 
out a loss—while herding a great 
formation of heavy bombers to 
Oschersleben, less than 100 miles 
from Berlin, in the deepest fighter 
penetration yet made into Ger- 
many.

LONDON, Jan. 19—Power- 
{ful Russian armies drove to- 
ward the Baltic sea along a 
25-mile front west of Lenin- 
grad today and Soviet Premier 
Josef Stalin announces that 
seven Nazi divisions—possib- 
ly 105,000 men—have been 
thrown back 71% miles in five 
days of bloody fighting. 

Blasting through German for- 
tifications that had been par- 
alyzed by the massed guns of the 
Red army, Soviet infantrymen 
stormed and captured the for 
tress town of Krasnoyselo, 15 
miles southwest of Leningrad on 


the Leningrad + Pskov railroad 
line 

German field guns that had been 
pounding Léningrad throughout 
the 29-month siege of the former 
Czarist capital fell to the Soviet 


troops as they swept through Kras- 
noyselo and drove on down the 
rail line toward the Estonian fron- 
tier, 65 miles southwest. 


ROPSHA ALSO TAKEN 


Ropsha, seven miles west of 
Krasnoyselo and another strong- 
point in the Germans’ hedgehog 

facing Leningrad, also 


fell to the attacking Russian 
mies. 

Stalin’s order of the day, broad- 
cast by Radio Moscow, indicated 
that Russian armored spearheads

velop a balance in the Americas 
to the tremendous force of the 
United States,” he.added. 

Canada must raise her voice in 
world councils and use her influ- 
ence in the making of the post-war 
world. 

“If we can clothe political de- 
Mocracy with positive significance 
by extension into the economic and 
social spheres, and give legalistic 
freedom fulfillment in the lives of 
plain citizens in terms, not merely 
of the absence of restriction, but 
of the presence of opportunities, 
then Canada will have pointed by 
its example the road to lasting 
peace.” 

MUST PLAN ECONOMY 

The C.C.F, recognized that the 
maintenance and extension of Can- 
ada’s trade with the world depend- 
ed on the orderly planning of her 
internal economy. She could not 
dispose of her surplus products 
unless she were able to accept the 
goods and services of other nations, 

Wartime experience had demon. 
strated the practicability of plan- 
ned trade, Profit-making was not 
involved in Canadian bacon ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom. 

“You have probably heard that 
Our bacon contracts with the 
United Kingdom have been cut 
recently,” Mr., Coldwell contin- 
ued. “They have been cut be- 
cause of the government's fear 
that, when mid-Victorian trading 
relations are resumed after the 
war, our bacon market will dis- 
appear. 

“Yet it could be retained, through 
such an agency as the Canadian 
Bacon Board, if we could accept, 


and use, British products in ex- 
change.” 

INTERESTS OF PEACE 

The C.C.F, recognized that the 


interests of peace could be served 
by the retention, extension and re- 
adaptation of wartime agencies de- 
veloped for economic collaboration 
among the United Nations. Demo- 
cratic planning could not stop at 
national boundaries, 

The development of backward re- 
gions demanded creation of pub- 
licly-owned international invest- 
ment agencies, which would divert 
investment to regions where it wag 
needed most. Imperialism, in all! 
its forms, must go. 

Some _ international organiz- 
ation, whether the old League of 
Nations revived or a new creation 
of the United Nations, was needed 
so law-abiding nations could 
stamp out aggression wherever it 
threatened, 

“IT cannot agree with Field Mar- 
shal (Jan Christiaan) Smuts (Prime 
Minister of South Africa) that the 
post-war world should be domin- 
ated by a few great powers, sur- 
rounded by satellite states,” said 
Mr. Coldwell, 


PATH TO NEW WAR 

“Anything less than an internat- 
ional organization open to all peo- 
ples, and democratic in structure, 
means we tread again the path to- 
ward uneasy power alliances and 
war.” 

Canada could assist in creating 
an international air force operating 
under an international organization 
to safeguard the peace. 

The C.C.F, “insisted” that it 
Canada were to help in building 
a lasting peace that she must give 
moral and materi-' support to the 
world democratic forces striving 
to create an economy of abund- 
ance through the techniques of 
democratic planning 

Canada should assume her right-| 
ful place in world councils and} 
exercise on world affairs an influ- | 
ence at least commensurate with| 
her military power, 

“Although an adult nation, fifth 
in war among the United Nations, 
Canada continues to follow the 
policy of inaction which allowed 
her to drift into war in 1939 with- 
out once having taken any positive | 
action to help preserve peace,” Mr. 
Coldwell said,

Christmas eve, suffering an attack 
of influenza that later resulted in a 
lung congestion, 

He had retained almost until the 
end that keen interest in current 
events that characterized his life, 
and throughout his illness asked | 
for newspapers daily. 

The esteem in which he was 
held by all members of the Cana- 
dian corps of the First Great War 
is well-known. But his reputation 
went beyond that into the inter- 
national field, as shown by the 
fact that during the Quebec con- 
ference last summer he was in- 
vited to a private interview with 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt. 

For them he recited one of the 

many poems he wrote since the 
outbreak of the present conflict, 
“To England.” He looked upon 
that as one of the best of his later 
poems, together with “Hymn in 
Wartime,” written after the fall of 
Hong Kong, set to music and first 
sung in Chalmers-Wesley church 
here at a Hong Kong memorial | 
service, 
*Since 1905 he had been chaplain 
to the Royal Rifles of Canada, a 
battalion of which was at Hong 
Kong when it fell. 


LAST APPEARANCE DEC. 19 


His last public appearance was | 
in St. Matthew’se Anglican church 
here Dec. 19, when he celebrated | 
Holy Communion in the church in 
which he had served continuously 
—except for four years’ leave of 
absence during the first Great War 
—for 37 years as curate and rector 
until his retirement in 1933, 


As the oldest living alumnus of 
Montreal High school, he attend- 
ed the centenary of that school 
last November and recited some 
of his poems in his last public 
functions outside Quebec City, 
Archdeacon Scott, wounded in 
the 1914-18 conflict and awarded 
the Distinguished Service Order

BEATING BACK NAZIS 

Latest reports on the fighting in- 
dicated that the British were beat-| 
ing back the Nazis step by step 
across the Garigliano River floor, 
despite repeated armored counter- 
attacks and enemy mortar fire. 

At the centre of the 5th Army 
line, American and French units 
massed along the east bank of the 
Rapido river before Cassino and 
sent patrols stabbing into the 
enemy defences in preparation 
for a full-scale assault on that 
fortress town straddling the in- 
land invasion road to Rome. 
Heavy artillery hurled tons of 
shells into the battered road. 

A headquarters spokesman re- 
vealed that the French forces at- 
tacking north of Cassino captured 
600 German prisoners between Jan. 
12 and 18, and inflicted heavy cas- 
ualties on the enemy. 
CANADIANS ATTACKING 

Across the Italian boot, Canadian 
units of the British 8th Army 
pressed a savage attack against Nazi| 
strong points in the hills over-look- 
ing the Adriatic coastal road just 
north and west of Ortona. 

While the entire land front blazed 
into action, swarms of Allied fight- 


ers and fighter bombers battered 
the enemy's front lines and heavy 
craft spread ruin through the net- 
work of German-controlled rail- 
roads in Tuscany.

Poles Sabotage 
Invasion Plans

MOSCOW, Jan. 19.—The maga- 
zine, “War and the Working 
Class” reaffirmed Soviet aspira- 
tions for friendly relations with 
Poland today, but charged the 
exiled Polish government in Lon- 
don with attempts to sabotage 
such relations as well as Allied 
preparations for the invasion of 
Europe. 

The magazine made the most 
bitter of a series of Soviet attacks 
on the Polish government in exile, 
lending new weight to strong in- 
dications that Moscow was unwill- 
ing to deal with it in the border 
dispute, 

An article by Nikolai Baltisky 
captioned “Poland, Our Neighbor” 
said; 

“The exiled Polish government 
and its followers do not desire to 
establish good neighborly relations 
with the Soviet Union, These cir- 
cles oppose by all possible means 
the establishment of friendly ‘re- 
lations between Poland and the 
U.S.S.R., in spite of the fact that 
such relations would serve Poland's 
own interests as well as the com- 
mon interests of firm, enduring 
collaboration among the peace- 
loving peoples of Europe.” 

The article charged that the 
London Poles and their followers 
“try to frighten credulous people 
with tales of anarchy and civil war 
in even. of an invasion of Europe 
by the Allies, as if it were possible 
to imagine greater anarchy or 
bloodier civil war than the Hitlerite 
bandits’ occupation regime in Euro- 
pean countries.” 

“It is they who shout about the 
high losses awaiting the Allies on 
the European coast,” —Baltisky 
continued. “it is they who come 
forth with treacherous advice 
about all kinds of postponements 
of the invasion, striving to dis- 
rupt preparations being made to 
open a second front. 

“It is impossible to regret that 
those provocations do not receive 
the necessary rebuffs, for it is in- 
disputable that an army under- 
taking the decisive storming of the 
enemy has the right to demand the 
suppression of intrigues of hardly- 
masked agencies of this enemy in 
its rear.” 

PACT “FORCED” ON RUSSIA 

Baltisky accused the Poles of 
violating the Versailles treaty by 
forcing war on the Soviet Union 
when it was weakened and disor- 
ganized as a result of the world 


war, the revolution and the civil 
war, 
The “highly unjust” pact of 


Riga, he said, was forced on Rus- 
sia, under which the Poles an- 
nexed the western Ukraine and 
western White Russia. The fron- 
tiers suggested by the Allied 
supreme council, the Curzon line, 
were rejected. So was a Soviet 
proposal for a plebiscite in those 
areas, Baltisky said. 

“Perhaps Poland would have re- 
mained a peaceful state if Ver- 
sailles had given her purely ethno- 
graphically Polish territories,” he 
said, “But the Imperialist victors 
had other plans. They intended for 
Poland to become ‘the western bas- 
tion against the east,’ and to play 
the principal role in the struggle 


against the Soviet Union and the| 
‘establishment of a cordon sani- 


taire.”

several points along the 25-mile 
battle front in a series of lightning 
encircling’ moves that cooped the 
German front into scores of iso- 
lated pockets, 

Moscow dispatches said the 
offensive was preceded by an 
artillery barrage so devastating 
that German troops were dazed 
and literally speechless. 

Swarms of Russian assault planes 
bombed and machine-gunned the 
Nazis as they rose from the trenches 
to meet the Soviets. 

The Russian offensive down the 
Leningrad-Pskov railroad coincided 
with another “attack just south of 
Oranienbaum, on the Gulf of Fin- 
land, 19 miles west of Leningrad. 


CLEAR NAZI THREAT 

The twin drives were aimed at 
rolling the German siege lines back 
to the Baltic states and clearing 
away the last Nazi threat to the old 
capital. 

Indicating the size of the attack- 
ing Soviet forces, Stalin's order of 
the day paid tribute to two air 
force generals, five infantry gen- 
erals, two artillery leaders and one 
armored group. 

Nearly 700 miles to the south, 
the Soviet Ist Ukrainian army cut 
the Rovno-Shepetovka link of the 
double-trunk Warsaw-Kazatin 
railway, forcing the Germans to 
fall back 130 miles southwest to 
Lwow for their next major feeder 

“railway into southern Russia. 

The doubie-edged thrust at either 
end of a 110-mile sector west and 
south of Leningrad put the Rus- 
sians on the offensive all along a 
winding 2,000-mile front from Len- 
ingrad to the Black Sea, and ob- 
servers confidently predicted that 
by spring the Germans will have 
been driven back into the Baltic 
states, Poland and Rumania. 


HEAVILY-FORTIFIED AREA 
The Soviet high command an- 
nounced its twin penetrations of an 
area which the Germans have been 
fortifying steadily for more than 
two years in a communique last 
night on the first anniversary of the 
lifiing of the 515-day German siege 
of Leningrad with the clearing of 
a nine-mile corridor to the east.

Collects $30,818 


During the last year, the Alberta 
Board of Industrial Relations col- 
lected $30,818 for 1,812 Edmonton 
employees, it was announced Wed- 
nesday by Premier Ernest Man- 
ning, minister of trade and indus- 
try. The sum _ represents back 
wages owed to the workers, and 
compares with $24,372 collected for 
1,278 employees in 1942. 

In Edmonton during last Decem- 
ber, $2,870 was collected for 126 em- 
ployees. A total of 624 inspections 
of industries and places of business 
were made by board officers dur- 
ing the month. Employees affected 
by the inspections numbered 3,454. 

In the two cities of Edmonton 
and Calgary, back wages collected 
for employees in 1943 amounted to 
$38,655, More than 2,200 employees 
benefitted by the collections,

paulin cover, Pte. Quinlan ripped 
an opening in the heavy canvas and 
commenced moving 
cargo; a C.W.A.C. sergeant major 
had a full drum of oil across her 
body, and all were cut and bleed- 
ing, one profusely. She says the 
sight was gruesome and horrifying, 
and not made any easier to contem- 
plate by the fact that some of the 
injured were hysterical. 


Improvising bandages from cloth- 
ing, Pte. Quinlan managed to stop 
most of the bleeding, and moved 
those who did not appear to be dan- 
gerously injured to a more com- 
fortable spot. Turning her attention 
to the men who were both uncon- 
scious, ghe attempted to revive 
them but they failed to respond. 

She then hobbled on her sprain- 
ed ankle over half a mile to the 
nearest telephone, where she call- 
ed a doctor, the R.C.M.P. and a 
priest, then quickly but painfully 
made her way back to the scene of 
the accident, and aided the rescuers 
in rendering treatment, and assist- 
ing in carrying the injured to a 
nearby house. 


SIX IN HOSPITAL 


All six of the injured persons 
were in hospital for periods rang- 
ing from two to three months, and 
the doctor who attended the accid- 
ent states that Pte. Quinlan’s heroic 
and prompt action undoubtedly 
saved at least two lives. 

Pte. Quinlan’s home is at Holy- 
rood, Conception Bay, Newfound- 
land, where she lived with her par- 
ents, Mr, and Mrs. C. L. Quinlan. 
She was born in Nova Scotia, and as 
a Canadian citizen she enlisted in 
the C.W.A.C, at Halifax in August, 
1942, After a eourse of training as 
a driver she was posted to Area 
Headquarters at Sydney, N:S., ps a 
duty driver. She is at present tak- 
ing a driver-mechanic’s course at 
A.20 Canadian Army Service Corps 
training centre, Red Deer.

. .. Naturally these matters are 
absorbing the constant thought of 
His Majesty's government and we 
are in the closest touch with both 
our Allies—the government of the 
Soviet Republic and the Polish gov- 
ernment in London.” 

ASKS “UTMOST RESERVE” 

He asked the commons to show 
the “utmost reserve” for the pres- 
ent on the Russian-Polish question, 
which was brought to a head Mon- 
day with Russia's rejection of a 
Polish suggestion that the two gov- 
ernments negotiate the solution of 
“all outstanding questions” with 
the mediation of the United States 
and Britain. 

Russia broke off relations with 
the Polish exile regiment here last 
April after the Poles had asked 
the International Red Cross to 
investigate a German propaganda 
charge that the Soviets had mur- 
dered a number of Polish army 
officers near Smolensk. 

However, the principal obstacle 
to resumption of relations between 
the two countries revolves around 
the post-war Russian-Polish border. 
Poland has demanded the return of 
the entire eastern portion of the 
country occupied by the Red Army 
in 1939, but Russia has suggested 
the new border be established along 
the Curzon line of 1919. 

TAKE STING FROM STORY 

Meantime, the Russian press, ap- 
parently attempting to offset British 
indignation over Pravda’s “separate 
peace” dispatch, reprinted today a 
London newspaper report that 
Adolf Hjtler had attempted to send 
a peace offer to the Allies through 
Turkey. 

Political sources believed that 
Moscow authorized publication of 
the Ankara dispatch from the Lon- 
don Sunday Times in an effort to 
take the sting out of Pravda’s story 
by showing that the Soviet press 
was not alone in printing peace

CALGARY, Jan. 19.—(CP)—A 
decision on the question whether 
any form of amalgamation snail 
be entered into between the 
United Farmers of Alberta and 
the Alberta Farmers’ Union, is 
expected to be reached at the 
convention of the U.F.A.

Some time ago, a committee from 
the U.F.A. was appointed to nego- 
tiate with the A.F.U. in an en- 
deavor to reach a basis of settle- 
ment, but no report trom this com- 
mittee has yet been filed. 

FAVOR DEFERMENT 

The Carlton U.F.A, local is of the 
Opinion that the amalgamation 
question should be set aside until 
such time “as our committee re- 
ports favorable progress looking to 
a basis on which there is some 
chance of union being effected.” 

The Chinook U.F.A. local is of 
the opinion that “no amaigama- 
tion be made with any other farm 
organization in this province un- 
less the name “United Farmers 
of Alberta” be retained, and un- 
less the future welfare of its co- 
Operative activities be adequate- 
ly safeguarded.” 

The Calgary local of the U.F.W.A, 
has: forwarded a resolution which 
provides “that we once more invite 
all farmers of Alberta to join our 
organization and do not further 
consider the question of amalga- 
mation with the Alberta Farmers’ 
Union.” 

FINANCIAL POSITION 
OF GROUP 1S GOOD 

CALGARY, Jan. 19.—(CP)— 
The United Farmers of Alberta 
finished the financial year end- 
ed November 30, 1943, with ex- 
cess of expenditures over rev- 
enue of $1,682.93, but the organ- 
ization is still in a healthy fin- 
ancial position, according to the 
annual financial report presented 
to delegates yesterday attending 
the 35th annual convention. 

Revenue for the year totalled 
$10,755.52 while expenditures total- 
led $12,408.45. 

At December 1, 1942, the organiz- 
ation had a surplus of $3,766.04 and 
after providing for the 1943 deficit, 
there was a surplus of $4,083.11 still 
to the credit of the organization.

Senator Robertson said “On that 
occasion we. will have emerged 


to our full status as a nation, and, 
| believe, will have our feet 
placed on a sure road fer the 
future.” 


Senator Robertson said no one 
was so well equipped for the task 
as Mr. King and no party as well 
as the Liberal party. He asserted: 
“The other two major parties in 
Canada either do not know how or 
do not care. Whatever Mr. Brack- 
en's viewpoint may be, he, as head 
of a Conservative government in 
Canada, would be just about as 
effective in matters of this kind as 
Mr. Arthur Meighen would be in 
carrying out his ideas if he were 
the head of a C.C.F. government. 
FEW TRADE INTERESTS 

“The Conservative Party in Can- 
ada have displayed very little in- 
terest in trade agreements with the 
exceptiop of the Ottawa agree- 
ments and they almost wrecked 
the British Commonwealth in the 
process. 

“The C.C.F, leader and his fol- 
lowers have attached so little im- 
portance to the subject that their 
intluence, under these circum- 
stances, would be of a very in- 
effective nature.” 

Senator Robertson outlined as 
objectives for Canada “full nation- 
hood and a self-respecting place in 
the family of nations” and “maxi- 
mum of prosperity and security for 
the Canadian people of all classes 
and occupations in all geographical 
sections of the country.” 

He said the country was much 
farther on the way to realization of 
these objectives than many realiz- 
ed, Canada’s status as a free 
nation was no longer open to ques- 
tion after September, 1939. 


OPPOSITION ENCOUNTERED 

Opposition to Canada’s national 
development had been encountered 
from two opposed points of view. 
Colonially-minded imperialists 
“cannot see that the people of 
Canada could never be united be- 
hind a policy imposed upon them 
from outside our own borders” and 
certain narrow isolationists “can- 
not see that national security can 
no longer be bought by neutrality, 
however scrupulous.” 

“Throughout the war, Mr. King 

has guided Canada sately he- 
tween these two extremes,” said 
Senator Robertson, “At no time 
have we blindly followed the 
leadership of other nations. Can- 
ada’s decisions have been her 
own, made in the light of her own 
national interests, At the same 
time, no narrow or short-run view 
has been taken of Canada’s na- 
tional interests,” 
-The prime minister had counted 
“On the magnitude of Canada’s con- 
tribution to the common pool to 
speak for itself.” Canada was not 
a great power, could not expect to 
have a voice in international affairs 
comparable with that of Russia or 
the United States. “But we do ex- 
pect and we have secured a voice 
fully commensurate with our 
strength and importance.”

home base, “Enabled Canada to 
throw even more weight into the 
struggle against the enemy—weight 
which history may well decide was 
the extra which turned the scales 
in that critical year between the 
collapse of France and,the Nazi at- 
tack on Russia.” 

Turning to the second objec- 
tive of “prosperity and security 
for all,” he said Canada’s war 
planning had been done on a 
long-term scale. 

Mutual aid was designed to help 
the Allied war effort, but at the 
same time had developed good-will 
that would help get post-war mar- 
kets. Price control also was a war 
measure primarily, “but experience 
of the last war points to the fact 
it provided the only sound basis 
for prosperity in the post-war 
period.” 

LOWER TAXES IN FUTURE 

High taxation for war laid the 
basis for lower taxes in the future. 
Strategic location of wartime air- 
fields would help development of 
future air transportation. 

Senator Robertson said there 
is a group in Canada “the sole 
ambition of which is to defeat Mr. 
King”. He continued: “they may 
be relatively few in numbers, but 
they have great resources at their 
disposal, and they are very in- 
genious. 

“Their newspapers alternate be- 
tween carping criticism and sneers 
and ridicule. From the depths of 
their luxurious offices they seem 
to have acquired the curious idea 
that the public can be easily fooled, 
so they dressed up the old Conser- 
vative party, then with the new 
clothes of national government, and 
now with the respectability of Mr.

OTTAWA, Jan. 19.—(CP)—A neat pile of books, a 
bundle of hankies, clothing, a deck of cards, a bottle of hair 
tonic, a stack of letters addressed in a girl’s hand, and the 
burned-out remnants of a watch-_the personal effects of one 
of Canada’s fighting airmen killed in overseas operations— 
lay along the big wooden bench. 


A greying shipping clerk han- 
dled them gently as he trans- 
ferred them to a packing case— 
that is, all but the burned-out 
watch. It will be held out of the 
package to spare relatives’ feel- 
ings. However, if they inquire it 
will be forwarded to them. 

This is the service’s estates ad- 
ministration office, which goes to 
work after an airman, sailor or 


soldier, has been reported dead or 
presumed dead. 


THREE IN CHARGE 

The air section, busier than the 
rest, is in charge of Sqdn. Ldr. N. O. 
Seagram, of Toronto. Col. L. M 
Firth, of Toronto, is general ad- 
ministrator, Capt. R. G. Phelan, of 
Toronto, is in charge of the mili- 
tary section, and Cmdr. H. R. Wade, 
of Vancouver, looks after the Navy's 
interests. The three men and their 
officer staffs are lawyers and their 
chief job is settling estates and 
routing personal effects back to 
next-of-kin. 

Sqdn. Ldr. Seagram’s work 
starts when the casualty branch 
notifies him that Fit. Sgt. John 
Jones is dead or presumed dead. 
With the notification comes 
Jones’ will and other information 
that will have bearing on the 
settlement of the estate. 

The section gets in touch with 
the next-of-kin and the process of 
settling the estate is expedited. 
For this purpose, a special order- 
in-council waives certain probate 
formalities and no legal costs are 
incurred by the relatives. Bank 
savings, deferred pay standing of 
the airmen’s credit, war stamps and 
victory bonds can all be redeemed 
under special legislation. 


DELAYS UNAVOIDABLE 

However, many delays are bound 
to occur, especially in handling Far 
East and Middle East casualties 
where pay books are not readily 
available. Also, many Canadians 
are serving in R.A.F. units, which 
adds to the lengthy but necessary 
estate investigation. 


Sometimes there is no will, or 
the airman has taken a wife 
overseas and his original will is 
no longer valid. This means some 
time must be taken in settling 
just who is the beneficiary. 


When the settlement

THIS IS PROCEDURE 


Here is the procedure, followed 


religiously, for disposing personal 
effects: 

When Fit. Sgt. Jones is reported 
missing station police, accompan- 
panied by officers at his base, 
gather his belongings and some- 
times spend weeks tracing up arti- 
cles he may have loaned buddies 
or are unaccounted for. An inven- 
tory is made and the articles and 
the inventory are forwarded to a 
central depository. 

Then the articles are packed 
tidily, and with the inventory en- 
closed, shipped to the Ottawa of- 
fice. Here letters and diaries con- 
taining information of value to 
the enemy are censored and ef- 
fects which might cause distress 
to the family are left out. Then 
the package is expressed to the 
next-of-kin under special sealed 
wraps. 

An interesting sidelight on the 
disposition of servicemen’s per- 
sonal effects is the way it is han- 
dled by the navy. Officers’ be- 
longings are handled in much the 
same manner as army and air force 
but the ratings observe an old 
custom that is provided for in the 
King’s regulations, Dating back to 
Nelson's days, the custom is called 
“sale before the mast” and is aimed 
at providing for widows and de- 
pendants. 


HOLD AUCTION SALE 


The seaman’s intimate posses- 
sions, like his watch, are forward- 
ed to his next-of-kin, but his less 
personal things are placed in a pile 
before the mast and officers super- 
vise an auction sale. The men, 
anxious to provide for the ship- 
mate’s family, sometimes buy and 
re-buy his silk. hanky- or his socks, 
paying as much as six times their 
value. The sale is conducted with 
appropriate respect and its object 
is deeply appreciated and under. 
stood by the beneficiaries.

Services Offered 


Mr. Cordell Hull is to be congratulated 
on being slow to take offence. Moscow 
quite plainly intimated that it did not wel- 
come the suggestion that the United States 
and Britain try to bring Russia into speak- 
ing terms with the Polish government-in- 
exile. But Mr. Hull overlooked the point 
and offered the services of Washington in 
the capacity of intermediary. For that he 
deserves the thanks of all those who want 
Allied unity preserved, the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter respected, and interna- 
tional relations put on a footing of reason. 

The offer is an invitation to Moscow 
to recognize the right of a small country 
to the same courtesy that would be extend- 
ed to a large one—a right that will have 
to be established by usage if force is to be 
abolished as an instrument of national pol- 
icy. Its Allies have supposed, and hoped, 
that Russia had accepted this principle. 
They will be greatly encouraged, and their 
friendliness toward Russia greatly 
strengthened, if they find that this supposi- 
tion has not been wrong. 


Just Red Tape 


It was announced some time ago that 
native-born Canadians would no longer 
need border crossing cards, after a certain 
date, to make a visit of less than 29 days 
duration to the United States. . 

It now appears that this regulation, 
strangely enough, means exactly and lit- 
erally what it says. In other words Cana- 
dians who were once United States citizens 
and have become Canadians by marriage or 
naturalization will still require border 
crossing cards. It is more difficult for 
them to get into the country of their birth 
than for native-born Canadians. 

Now the anomaly, as an anomaly, is 
merely absurd. But it is more than absurd 
when the situation applies itself to the Am- 
erican wives of Canadian husbands. 

It means that Canadian men who have 
married American wives—and there are 
many of them in Canada—will have to go 
through an entirely different rigmarole 
than their wives for the purposes of a 
visit across the border. 

The absurdity has doubtless presented 
itself to the authorities. May it be hoped 
it will be righted soon? 


Unworthy Citizens 


Canada, thank heaven, has compara- 
tively few citizens like the one in Vancou- 
ver who is said to have swallowed assorted 
pieces of rough metal with the idea of 
getting a discharge from the Army. 

The great majority of young Canadians 
take up their military duties cheerfully and 
with a full sense of responsibility, There 
are, however, a few like the Vancouver 
evader, And it has been the experience of 

_ military men that these fellows seek to 
avoid service not because they hate dis- 
cipline or fear combat, but because they 
simply fail to understand why a man 
should be expected to lay aside his personal 
pursuits and devote himself to the protec- 
tion of society. 

The psychologists have a great many 
fancy names for people who are without 
this understanding. They are said to “lack 
the social sense’, for instance, and to be 
without those normal instincts which impel 
even the lower animals to defend their own 
kind. 

This lack of social sense, of course, is 
known to be the motivation of the criminal. 
That is to say, the criminal and the draft 
evader share the common quality of rebel- 
lion against the usages and amenities of 
human society. 

It does not seem just that those persons 
who refuse to assume the responsibilities 
of citizenship should share the privileges of 
citizenship, It does not seem fair that a 
man who refuses to fight for our way of 
life, (that is for the right to vote, to own 
property and to enjoy all the protections 
offered by an orderly society) should par- 
ticipate in those rights. 


Consolidating the Gain 


In his recent broadcast on the battle 
against inflation, Prime Minister King said 
the Government believes that, w’ ‘1 the co- 
operation of the public, the ev *+ of living 
can be held down to the’ present level. 
The. fore the existing cost-of-living bon- 
uses ire to be added to and be*’ ne part of 
basic wage rates. No further bonuses are 
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Savagery of Huns Is Incredible 


to be paid, the bonus policy being aban- 
doned. 

The reasoning is fairly clear. There has 
been a drastic levelling out of incomes dur- 
ing the war, brought about in two ways. 
Many low incomes have been supplement- 
ed by the cost-of-living bonus. Large in- 
comes have been heavily hit by steeply 
graded income taxation. As a result there 
never was a time when the net incomes 
which earners could spend on themselves 
have been so near equality. The man with 
a large income has less of it to spend than 
formerly; the man of low income has 
more. 

The plan is to “peg” the lower incomes 
at the level to which they have been raised 
by the cost-of-living bonus. In other words, 
to make permanent the higher standard of 
living thus made possible to people in the 
poorer paid occupations, 

No one imagines of course that all the 
unjust inequalities have been ironed out of 
the wage schedule, There still remain 
classes who should be getting higher pay 
to put them on a fair footing with others. 
Provision will have to be made to deal with 
such cases. But we have gone a long way 
toward establishing reasonable proportion 
between incomes, and this measure of 
equalization is being made to “stick”, by 
raising the basic wage rates. 

Canada has had, as Mr. King said, “a 
planned levelling up and levelling down of 
spendable incomes on a scale never before 
attempted in a democratic country”. That 
is true, Those who have benefitted by the 
levelling-up are not to lose what they have 
gained. That is why basic wage rates are 
being established at the level of former 
basic rates plus cost-of-living bonuses. 


The President of the Canadian Medical 
Association says doctors are not enamour- 
ed with the C.C.F, plan to place all medical 
men in the status of civil servants, allow- 
ing general practitioners not more than 
$3,000 a year and specialists not more than 
$6,000. Incomes in Canada need to be 
levelled-up rather than levelled-down. 


The Tokyo radio says the United States 
is now producing ten times as much war 
material as Japan, and wants to know 
“Can the United States keep it up?” All the 
curious party at the microphone has to do 
to get the answer is wait and see. While he 
waits he might ask himself how it came 
about that the Japanese intelligence branch 
knew as little about the productive re- 
sources of the United States as Hitler’s 
intelligence men knew about the manpower 
resources of Russia.

Desperate Enemy May 
Pile Up More Atrocities 


In Retreat

NEW YORK.—Nobody on our 
side of this war will drop a tear 
over the finish of Count Ciano. He 
was a iasty, grafting, continental 
society louse and a drawing-room 
parasite, who was way over his 
head in anything bigger than gin 
rummy, and would have been at 
home and a social gery 
success in Palm 
Beach, and some 
of our more ex: 
pensive dumps in 
New York, The 
only reason he 
ever amounted to 
anything in the 
Fascist regime 
was that he mar- ~ 
ried Il Bum's .@& f 
daughter, and it Westbroo! 
was his marriage Pegler 
that finally caused him to fall be- 
fore a firing squad. 

But Ciano’s death probably can 
be taken as a horrifying promise of 
things to come as the Germans fall 
back into their own country, be- 
cause if Hitler would kill Musso- 
lini's own son-in-law and leading 
protege, even though Ciano had 
backslid, what will he hesitate to 
do? The Nazis are desperate men 
now who know that they must die 
for crimes already done, and it is 
reasonable to expect that they Will 
destroy everything behind them in 
their retreat to doom, Ciano had 
served the Germans rather well 
and had lived on terms of personal 
acquaintance, although, of course 
not of friendship with Hitler, who 
never has had a friend even in his 
own party, and if Il Bum had not 
been a prisoner, himself, living on 


e 


table-scraps ‘and borrowed time, he 
undoubtedly would have been al- 
lowed to live in some prison until 
the arrival of the Allies. But Mus- 
solini had no power to save him 
and he died like Hitler's own old 
comrades who went out in the 


purge. 
oro rorroo 


This execution is shocking be- 
cause of the family relationship in- 
volved for civilian human beings 
do not execute their own kinnery 
and the Italians are as sentimental 
as the rest of us about family. In 
this savage killing, Hitler acted in 
the Duce’s name and thus kicked 
the Italians in the teeth so God 
only knows what he will do in his 
retreat. He might even shoot the 
Pope for having correspondence 
with the enemy and dynamite St. 
Peter's and the Vatican as he blew 
up the postoffice in Naples. It is a 
refresher, on the _ fiendishness 
which the world underestimated 
when Hitler early in his career de- 
stroyed a Polish countess accused 
of spying by having her head 
chopped off with a long-handled 
meat axe in the hands of an execu- 
tioner wearing formal evening 
dress, Lidice, the long, cold pogrom 
of the German Jews, the slaughters 
of hostages, occurred when Hitler 
was strong and on the offensive. 
The sort of enemy that the normal 
mind pictures would begin to mod- 
erate his ferocity in retreat in the 
hope of saving his people, even if 
he. knew he, himself was doomed. 
But Hitler set out to rule the world 
or obliterate as much of civilization 
and its personalities and works as 
he could, and there is no reason to 
expect that he will go easy, even to 
save the Germans from obloquy as 
long as the world lasts. 


To Hitler there is no such thing 
as family. He has been estranged 


from his own, ‘he is queer and 
immeasurable by any human or 
civilized standards, he has butch- 
ered Germans as a farmer beheads 
a chicken on the stump and his de- 
liberate spot-bombing of old 
churches in London may be taken 
as a portent of more stunning 
shocks to come. 


It is futile to call Hitler a fiend, 
mcnster and butcher just as an 
expression of hatred. That stage 
passed long ago, The world knows 
what he is but do we realize what 
he is capable of doing in the final 
days of a career that no human 
being could have imagined 10 years 
ago? We did have civilization then 
and not even history gave us an 
example of fitler’s santanic, per- 
sonal indifference to the ideals and 
morals of a world which had come 
a long way since man emerged 
from the cavcs, his contempt for 
the opinions of mankind as to his 
people as well as himself, and, on 
the positive side, his delight in 
killing and destroying. 

Of itself the killing of one Fascist 
by orders of another is nothing. 
But the peculiar surroundings of 
the Ciano execution give it greater 
and probably prophetic meaning. 

Notre Dame? Boom! Then flames 
and ruin beyond salvage, Why not?

Remove Fingerprints From 
Varnished Surfaces

When it comes to our homes we 
all try to be practical, but it is too 
bad that dark stained woodwork 
isn’t a permanent style. For no one 
can deny that it is much easier to 
take care of, and there is no doubt 
about it. 

But then if all we really cared 
about were stern practicality, we 
would dress, eat and live a lot dif- 
ferently in every way. The fact is 
that painted woodwork is fresh and 
pleasant to live with, and man has 
always been willing to go to quite 
a lot of trouble for the sake of 
beauty. 

Of course in that mythical post- 
war world we hear so much about, 
marvellous plastic surfaces are 
promised which if we can believe 
all we hear will all but clean 
themselves. In the meantime we 
will have to get along with the 
woodwork and paint finishes that 
are in the realm of reality.

Rehabilitation 


Editor, Bulletin: There has been 
a great deal of discussion about the 
treatment of discharged men from 
the armed forces, I am most anxi- 
ous tg see everything possible done 
to re-establish our returned men 
and women as quickly and effici- 
ently as they are able to resume 
civilian life, Both the Minister of 
Pensions and National Health and 
the Minister of National Defence 
have written in detail to answer my 
inquiries. The following paragraphs 
are from Colonel Ralston’s letter, 
and I think your readers will find 
them interesting. 

“Some months ago it was realiz- 
ed that something more should be 
done to assist soldiers at the time 
of discharge. At the end of Oc- 
tober the procedure was completely 
overhauled and drastic changes 
made, whereby discharges instead 
of being carried out in hundreds 
of units throughout Canada, were 
directed to be effected at the dis- 
trict depot of the military district 
in which locality he could best be 
handled by the rehabilitation au- 
thorities. A liaison officer between 
the Department of Pensions and 
National Health and the army was 
also appointed to assist in ironing 
out difficulties experienced on dis- 
charge. He has just recently re- 
turned from investigations in the 
western districts where he had 
consultations with the district au- 
thorities in Calgary. As a result of 
these chagges there have been 
great improvements in the handling 
of men on discharge and it is ex- 
pected that the procedure will be 
operating with increasing smooth- 
ness as experience is gained by the 
officers and officials in charge, 

“So far as the army is concerned, 
a medically unfit soldier is to be 
discharged, as soon as his medical 
board has been approved, copy of 
the prosceedings is to be sent im- 


If the paint is a washable, high 
gloss enamel, this is an easy job, 
and dull gloss enamel isn’t hard 
if you don't let it get too dirty. Just 
wash with a mild soap and water 
and rinse with a cloth which has 
been wrung out of clear water, then 
wipe with a dry cloth. 

If that doesn’t do the job, use 
a paint cleaner. Here is a word of 
caution—if you don’t let the wood- 
work go too long it won't ever be 
very difficult to clean. 

A good protection for the paint 
in the places that get hard use, 
such as the door facings near the 
knobs, and the window sills, is to 
coat them with wax so these spots 
can be kept clean without scrubbing 
the paint off. 


Use of Wax 

Another important place to wax 
is the woodwork around the fire- 
place if it smokes and the best of 
them do at times, And, by all 
means, wax the stair post and rails 
if they are light in color. 

If your woodwork is waxed all 


over, and either painted or stained 
woodwork can be kept this way, 
then it is much easier to keep off 
the grime. Dust it regularly, and 
when it needs re-waxing, here is 
what to do: If you have used self- 
polishing wax, remove old worn 
coat with warm, soapy water; if 
you have used liquid wax, the old 
coat is removed by rubbing with 
a cloth damp with more liquid wax.

The man’s documents are 
completed at time of discharge and 
forwarded to the Records Depart- 
ment at Ottawa, on receipt whereof 
a copy of the Medical Board Pro- 
ceedings is sent to the Chairman of 
the Canadian Pension Commission, 
with official notice of discharge and 
date thereof given. The procedure 
is thought to be as tight as can 
reasonably be devised, but of 
course there may be Individual 
cases of delay due to special cir- 
cumstances.” 

I feel sure that all concerned 
realize how much we owe to the 
veterans who are returning. By 
checking on individual cases we 
shall see how the procedure works 
out. I am glad that it has been my 
privilege to assist in smoothing 
out some difficulties. The Legion 
officials are ready to champion the 
men. With co-operation we hope to 
see that no man suffers any in- 
justice. The plans of the Welcom- 
ing Committee will fill a real need. 
Good luck to all who help.

Varnished woodwork is best kept 
by regular cleaning with an oil- 
treated dust cloth. When the finish 
becomes very dirty, wash with a 
cooled solution made of one part 
of hot water with one tablespoon 
of turpentine and three tablespoons 
linseed oil. Wring a cloth out of 
this solution and wipe off a small 
length of woodwork at a time, dry- 
ing at once, then polish with a soft 
cloth dampened with lemon oil. 


Scratch Remedy 


Small scratches on _ furniture 
often disappear if they are rubbed 
with nut meats. The oil in the nuts 
darkens and conceals the scratch. 
An oily nut like a pecan or butter- 
nut is best. 

Cut the kernel with a knife and 
rub the cut side into the scratch. 
Then polish the surface of the wood 
with a soft, dry cloth. A mixture 
of two-thirds linseed oil and one- 
third turpentine is also good for 
rubbing scratches out of sight, as 
is a reliable commercial furniture 
polish. 

Deep scratches, scars or holes 
need filling before polishing. A 
commercial crack filler or a home- 
made paste made of powdered pum- 
ice, clear varnish and just enough 
oil paint to give a color that 
matches the wood may be used. 
Press the paste into the scratch, 
then smooth the surface. 

Let the paste harden, and rub 
smooth with the finest steel wool 
or sandpaper. Finally, apply fur- 
niture polish.

Bilingual 

Editor Bulletin; When Canada’s 
Grand Old Man, in person of the 
Hon, William Mulock after some 


75 years in public life comes out 
as strong as he has for bi-lingual 
language for all of Canada, it sure- 
ly is time we as a Canadian people, 
get down to serious thinking on the 
matter that our Grand Old Man has 
battled wth in private life, as atoner 
in the Courts, as an M.P. and a 
Minister of tht Crown as well as on 
the bench of the highest Court of 
our land and now after those many 
and strenuous battles on the lan- 
guage issue he comes out flat foot- 
ed and tells the Canadian people to 
educate their children in both the 
English and French languages. 

What a different people we would 
have today if all our schools had 
been teaching the two languages 
since Mr. Mulock’s boyhood, and if 
at the beginning of this 1944 we 
started to teach the two languages 
in all our schools from the little red 
school by the roadside to our high- 
est halls of learning, what a won- 
derful foundation we would have 
for a real Canadian people ten 
years hence, ' 

When on a train enroute for In- 
verness, Scotland, a fellow passen- 
ger told me that I wouki hear the 
most perfect English spoken in In- 
verness, as anywhere in the world, 
when I asked him what he called 
perfect English; as I consider there 
was no place where the English 
language was so brutally murdered 
as on these Isles; my friend's reply 
was, “when I hear a man talking in 
this country and I can't tell you 
what shire he is from, that man is 
speaking perfect English.” When I 
suggested that is a very strange 
state of affairs to have a country 
stocked up with so many brogues 
and dialects, my friend said: “well 
it is peculiar to our country and we 
like it.” 

Well if the people of our Mother- 
land can accept a couple of dozen 
or more brogues as peculiar to their 


home at Melbourne University, 
where he is professor of economics. 
The line of price control is being 
held. It is combined in anti-infla- 
tion policy with the highest level 
of taxation in Australia’s history, 
with energetic bond-selling cam- 
paigns to pipe off surplus purchas- 
ing power, and ever-widening ra- 
tion control of civilian goods. The 
strategy of battle against inflation 
in a country that wages it with de- 
termination is much the same as in 
Canada. 

Australia came closer to being a 
battlefield than did Canada, Its 
people will always remember that 
in the crisis, they endured the 
stern discipline of wartime con- 
trols with little or no margin of re- 
serve. The price ceiling was estab- 
lished on April 12, 1943, after pre- 
vious controls had allowed a retail 
price rise of 22.6 per cent since 
September, 1939. Since the ceiling, 
the index surged up to 24.8 per cent 
last June, and fell back to 23.7 per 
cent in September. Any further in- 
creases in costs will be met by gov- 
ernment subsidies, if ‘such in- 
creases cannot be absorbed by 
economies in production or paring 
down of profits. Prices have al- 
ready been moved back on pota- 
toes, tea and clothing and textiles. 
To clarify the ceiling, the prices 
commission is defining maximum 
prices and recently issued a list of 
2,600 grocery items. The margin: of 
profit is fixed directly on many 
items. 

The hard-to-handle element in 
Australian prices is imports, which 
have risen 75 per cent in price 
since the war started. Clothes ra- 
tioning was a direct result of the 
United Kingdom’s rigid control of 
cotton exports in April, 1942. 
Household draperies and _ towel- 
lings are very short in Australia, a 
sore point with housewives. But 
civilian production has fallen be- 
low the danger level, according to 
an official statement. Withdrawal 
of 20,000 men from the army and 
the same number from munitions 
production indicates how Australia 


country and like It, then what is 
wrong with us accepting our bi- 
lingual language as peculiar to our 
country and like it as our Canadian 
language and teach it from the 
rivers to the end of the sea.

When in 1763 the government of 
Great Britain went to Paris (please 
bear in mind it was not the govern- 
ment of France going to London) 
and in Paris the government of 
Great Britain sat around the con- 
ference table with the government 
of France where jointly and agree- 
ably they worked out and signed 
the Paris agreement in which the 
government off Great Britain guar- 
anteed that the defeated people 
should have the freest use of their 
French language from generation 
unto generation if they were allow- 
ed to and did remain on the soil 
of New France and it was on that 
understanding that they remained 
in what is now Quebec, 

That Paris agreement was passed 
by the same parliament of Great 
Britain who in turn passed the 
Quebec Act in 1774, the Constitu- 
tion Act in 1791, the Union Act in 
1840 and the British North Amer- 
jean Act in 1867, and it might be 
well to bear in mind what the Par- 
liament of Great Britain passes 
stands, for time if not eternity,

Editor, Bulletin; 1 would like 
Justice to go to England to the 
worst bombed areas and ask the 
people if they get the same satis- 
faction as he does out of Germany’s 
hospitals and schools being hit.

But all Germans are not Nazis, 
Rather than say Godspeed to their 
destruction, our sympathy and 
prayers should go out to them, for 
they are not only forced, by their 
rulers, to fight us, the allies, but 
to fight a greater enemy in their 


has had to revise its war pro- 
grams, 


Since February, 1942, profits have 
been pegged at a maximum of four 
per cent.; but a concession made a 
few months later allowed business 
a rebate of 20 per cent. of the tax 
designed to limit profits. On the 
farm front, the producer gets guar- 
anteed minimum prices, as well as 
fixed maximum prices, on a wide 
range of products: wool, wheat, 
hides, sugar, meat, many vegetables 
and fruits. On the home front, the 
watchword is “austerity”: no plea- 
sure travel between states; meals 
in hotels are ceilinged at three 
shillings for breakfast, four for 
lunch, five for dinner; coupon ra- 
tioning for shoes as well as clothes, 
butter, sugar, tea, gasoline and, last 
December, meat. Most motor cars 
have ungainly charcoal or house- 
hold gas attachments to eke out 
meagre gasoline rations. The ac- 
tual reduction in clothing is 40 per 
cent, for men, 33 per cent. for wo- 
men, 20 per cent. for children, Con- 
sumption of cigarettes, beer and 
spirits has been cut one-third by 
rationed distribution. 

Wages have soared up 20 to 25 
per cent. in Australia since the war 
started, but the basic wage level is 
linked with the cost of living and, 
as long as the price ceiling holds, 
so will the wage level. Both em- 
ployers and unions have recourse 
to industrial courts in each state. 
When the cost of living declined 1.1 
points between June and Septem- 
ber last year, the federal basic 
wage was reduced 1s. a week. But 
the Queensland industrial court, 
when this writer was there in De- 
cember, refused to authorize a re- 
duction in the state. The federal 
treasury called this “a serious mat- 
ter.” The Queensland basic wage 
is 97s. a week for men, 57s! 6d. for 
women. Is this high or low by Ca- 
nadian standards? Points of come 
parison are few. Ninety-seven shill- 
ings in Australia is $17.46 in Can- 
ada, at present rates. The average 
wage in nine leading Canadian in- 
dustries on August 1 was $31.00 a 
week. But living conditions are 
different. A Canadian from Toron- 
to who had lived in Sydney for five 


years thought Australian living 
costs were high.

The level of taxation in Aus: 
tralia compares with any country 
at war. The 1943 budget provided 
expenditures of £670,000,000 (about 
$1,745,000,000 Canadian) and the 
money came: 34 per cent in taxa- 
tion, 32 per cent in borrowing from 
the public, 28 per cent in borrowing 
from the Commonwealth Bank, 6 
per cent in other revenues. The in- 
come tax, broadened to touch 1, 
500,000 people, starts at 2% per cent 
on income over $364 a year and 
rises to 924% per cent on income 
over $17,500. The  £125,000,000 
Fourth Liberty Loan in November 
was over-subscribed, but the target 
of 750,000 subscribers was not 
reached. Hopes of obtaining £60,- 
000,000 in small savings in 1943 
realized only £9,000,000. A people 
so passionately fond of lottery 
tickets has shown little interest in 
war savings certificates, and tends 
to leave it to wealthy people to 
buy war bonds. 

The 1944 budget provides £715. 
000,000, and it is going to be diffi- 
cult to get the money without fur- 
ther heavy inflationary borrowing 
from the central bank. This sum 
is almost equal to the national in- 
come in 1939, but the current na- 
tional income estimate of £1,223, 
000,000 is probably too low. To pre- 
vent inflation of commercial 
credit, thus adding to control diffi- 
cullies, the trading banks are re- 
quired to deposit surplus investible 
funds in the central bank. W. C. 
Taylor, 34, Sydney, one of the 
ablest young Labor men fn Aus- 
tralia, explained this and other 
aspects of financial policy. A 
director of the Commonwealth 
Bank, he is one of the few excep- 
tions to prove the point that the 
curse of the Australian Labor 
Party is its suspicion of intellect 
and its preference for aldermanic- 
type union organizer veterans, The 
central bank holds more than 
£100,000,000 of trading bank funds

The story of how Sam is still! 
cheerful despite all the ill-fortune| 
that has followed him since he was 
the darling of the prize-ring was} 
circulated widely, Many who had | 
seen him fight and many more who 
had only heard him named as one 
of the greatest boxers of all-time) 
felt a sharp twinge of regret.

They hold the “Stadium 
sweepstakes” at every game. 

“They choose a blue line or a 
circle on the ice,” says Bill Tobin, 


president of Chicago Blackhawks, 
“and try to see who can sail their 
planes closest to the marks. They 
bet anything from five cents to $5 
on the accuracy of the flights.” 

Program planes and pennies are 
bad enough. But sometimes the 
fans go all out—not only in Chicago 
but in every other city in the Na- 
tional Hockey league—and fling 
down assortments of tissue paper, 
poker chips, decks of cards, rice, 
dry navy beans, sacks of marbles, 
checkers—well, you name it; the 
fans will have it. 

Earl the iceman recalls one night 
when his crew was almost hit by 
a herring making a swan dive from 
the balcony. “Eggs—a dime a 
dozen,” Earl the iceman shrugs. 
“Oranges, apples, grapefruit, slices 
of bread—some day we'll get the 
knives and forks.

Complete Modern Laundry 
Serves United States Army 


In Far Northern Territory 


A fully-equipped, completely modern laundry, operated 
by the U.S. Army Quartermaster Corps, now is open for busi- 
ness on the banks of the historic Lewes river, near McCrae, 


in the Yukon Territory. 


The new plant has two seventy- 
five horsepower boilers, only one 
of which currently is in opera- 
tion, burning coal for fuel. The 
other boiler is being equipped to 
burn oil and will be ready for 


use in the near future, army 
authorities announced, 
“Factory-style”’ planning is in 

effect throughout the plant. Wide 


entry doors through which trucks 
bring their loads of laundry are 
next to the marking machines. A 
battery of six of these machines 
provides quick, permanent stamp- 
ing of all garments received. From 
12 to 15 bundles of clothing can be 
marked each hour in this way. 

Wheeled QMC laundry baskets 
roll from the receiving and mark- 
ing departments to the adjacent 
series of four wash wheels. Three 
of these washers -are belt-driven 
from the common power source, 
while the fourth has its own motor. 
One hundred seventy-five sheets 
may be put into these wash wheels 
at a time. 


GREAT TRANSITION 

A unit of four extractors rough- 
dries the clean laundry, and near- 
by is a battery of eight driers 
which complete the transition from 
a pile of dirty laundry to sparkling 
white clothing. 

Three check-out men handle the 
laundry from this point. Their 
department is next.to the receiving 
section, constituting the final link 
in the laundry’s assembly-line pro- 
cess, 

In a separate building, a short 
distance from the laundry, a mod- 
ern dry-cleaning plant also is in 
operation, authorities revealed. 

Two complete wash units, in 
series, comprise the initial steps 
in the cleaning process. Lt. H. E. 
Herron, Q.M.C., the officer directly 
in charge of the cleaning plant, ex- 
plains that the washers are con- 
nected in series for the purpose of 
pumping cleaning solvent back and 
forth. 


PARTIALLY DRIED 

Four tumblers, or driers, form 
the next unit. Here the freshly 
cleaned garments are partially 
dried. An imposing array of press- 
ers complete the dry cleaning oper- 
ation, 

When field jackets are cleaned, 
a special wash wheel replaces the 
water-repellant solution, restoring 
the garments to their original state. 
Specially-built dust-proof boxes are 
used to ship the cleaned and press- 
ed garments to units many miles 
up and down the Alaska Highway. 

Approximately three-score men 
of the laundry detachment live in 
the newly-constructed barracks on 
the river bank.

Detective Tells 
Necessity For 
Securing Doors 


Edmonton Gyros were treated 
to an interesting talk on “Crime 
Prevention” at their weekly 
luncheon meeting in the Mac- 
donald hotel Tuesday. The 
speaker was Detective James E. 
Peterson of the Edmonton city 
police force. President S. N,. 
Smith was in the chair. 

Detective Peterson outlined vari- 
ous methods by which city business 
men and citizens in general could 
aid police in prevention of rob- 
beries and thefts of all descriptions 
He urged that all business premises 
he properly secured each evening 
before those responsible leave for 
home. 

“By secure, I don’t mean that a 
place of business is considered 
secure when doors and windows 
are locked. There are many win- 
dows and doors in local places of 
business that should be bricked up 
as they are not now serving the 
purpose for which they were in- 
tended, They only serve as a means 
of entry for thieves,” he said. 

The speaker pointed out that a 
building was not secure unless it 
could not be entered by a robber 
during the period of one hour, 
which was the time it took the 
constable on the beat to make 
his rounds, 

He also sounded a note of warn- 
ing to householders. Doors and 
windows should be securely fast- 
ened when the occupants were 
away and he mentioned several 
ways of strengthening locks on 
doors which would definitely pre- 
vent entry.

Here are two new gelatin des- 
serts to add inexpensive surprise 
to your wartime meals, 


COCOA PUDDING 
(Serves 4 to 6) 


One envelope plain unflavored 
gelatin, 4% cup cold water, 2 cups 
warm milk, pinch of salt, 2 table- 
spoons cocoa, 3 tablespoons sugar, 
1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Soften gelatin in cold water. 
Mix cocoa, salt and sugar with a 
little milk to make a paste. then 
add to the warm milk and heat 
to boiling point. Remove from 
fire, add gelatin and vanilla, and 
stir until gelatin is dissolved. 
Pour into individual molds that 
have been rinsed out in cold water 
first, and chill. When ready to 
serve, unmold on dessert plates and 
serve with plain cream. 

NOTE: If left-over cocoa Is 
used, soften gelatin in % cup cold 
water, add to hot cocoa, and stir 
until dissolved. Proceed as above. 
One stiffly beaten egg white may 
be added if desired.

REFRIGERATOR 
INDIAN PUDDING 

(Serves 4 to 6) 


One envelope plain unflavored 
gelatin, % cup cold milk or water, 
1% cups milk, 2 egg yolks, “4 cup 
cooked cereal (farina, oatmeal, 
corn meal, etc.), % cup molasses, % 
teaspoon ginger, % teaspoon cin- 
namon, 2 egg whites, 2 tablespoons 
sugar. 

Soften gelatin in cold milk or 
water. Make a boiled custard with 
the 1% cups milk and egg yolks. 
Add softened gelatin and _ stir 
until dissolved. Blend molasses, 
cereal and spices. Stir in custard.

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Authors Hear 
‘R. E. Gard 


Twenty-five members and guests 
were present at the meeting of the 
Canadian Authors’ Association, Ed- 
monton branch, held at the home 
of Mrs. J. B, Stewart, 10757 80 
avenue, on Monday evening. 

Robert E. Gard, of the University 
of Alberta, who is making a survey

NEW YORK, Jan. 19 — Trains 
carrying one American and one 
German prisoner of war met at a 
Spanish border town. Etta Shiber, 
shabbily dressed American house- 
wife of 64, peered through her 
window, She saw a pretty red- 
haired Mata Hari type, 30 per- 
haps, stepping gaily down to the 
platform. Uniformed Nazi officers 
moved forward with bouquets of 
roses, and a band played. Watch- 
ing, Mrs. Shiber wondered: “Can 
that be the prisoner I'm being 
swapped for!” 

Safe at home here now, Mrs. 
Shiber still feels a little wonder, 
exclaiming, “The redhead was my 
opposite number—and she was 
Johanna Hofmann!” 

But it wasn't an uneven ex- 
change, at that. 

Hofmann, the professional spy, 
was caught by the FBI in 1938. A 
former hairdresser on the liner 
Europa, Hofmann had helped a 
ring of informers who were after 
American gun secrets and other 
miltary and naval data. 


18 MONTHS IN PRISON 
Mrs, Shiber, widow of a news- 
paper man, saw Paris fall and 
somehow found herself helping 
British soldiers from Punkirk, 
and Frenchmen, to escape to fight 
again. The Shiber house became 
an amateur Underground Railway 
station. Two hundred men took 
shelter there on their way out of 
Axis-ruled France before the Ger- 
mans found Mrs. Shiber and im- 
prisoned here for 18 months. 

“I didn’t stop to think when I 
helped the first one—Maybe I did 
it because he looked like my 
brother,” Mrs. Shiber says. 

It happened on the clogged 
South road over which so many 
Parisians were going and coming 
in chaos as their beaten officials 
fled and fawned before the Ger- 
mans. Mrs, Shiber had started to 
flee, but had turned around, With 
her was another middle-aged 
woman, Kitty, who kept a dress 
shop. They stopped their car before 
an inn to have a cup of tea on their 
way home. As they started to drive 
off, the inn-keeper ran out and told 
them an English soldier from Dun- 
kirk was hiding in a back room. 
Wouldn't they take him along? The 
soldier came up and Mrs. Shiber 
looked at him. 


NOTHING ELSE TO DO 

“We took him. There was nothing 
else to do,” she observes, scarcely 
aware that this simple human re- 
sponse, multiplied many thousands 
of limes as the invaders advanced, 
largely accounts for the existence, 
today, of an heroic Underground of 
huge proportions. At that time 
there were no organized escape

BRITAIN TO HELP ' 
RELEASED EUROPE 
LONDON.—(CP)—While the Al- 
lied forces prepare for a second 
front, the British government is 
planning a second invasion wave— 
men and women bearing food and 
clothing for the ragged and starved 

people of Europe. 

The Board of Trade and Ministry 
of Supply here have canvassed all 
British clothing stores for. their 
surplus stocks, These garments 
are now being received and sorted 
at lareg depots. They will be ready 
to be rushed across the Channel in 
the wake of the army. 

Most of the clothing being col- 
lected from shops are utility lines! 
not in demand such as raincoats, 
rayon clothing. Since a woollen 
garment or tweed jacket takes in 
many cases the same number of 
coupons as cottons or rayon gar- 
ments, British purchasers will not 
surrender coupons for the flimsier 
clothes. 

It is expected that knitted wear 
and footwear will be supplied by 
Canada and the United States 
where the shortage is not as great 
as it is in Britain. 


routes. Had there been, Mrs. Shi- 
ber would not have known how to 
contact. them. But she and Kitty 
had a friend, Monsieur Chancel, 
and he took in the Englishman and 
escorted him across the border. 
Soon the three of them heard of 


a 27-year-old French priest, Father 
Christian, feeding soldiers hiding 
in the near-by woods; and from this 
priest more English boys started 
coming to Mrs. Shiber’s house. The 
Britishers said the priest was pre- 
pared to supply Frenchmen to give 
them safe escort out of the country. 

“At last Monsieur Chancel organ- 
ized a plan to get them all to Lon- 
don, eo that the French could join 
up with de Gaulle and the British 
with their units. 

“Father Christian would send 
four Englishmen to our house each 
Monday and Friday. Chancel would 
arrive with four Frenchmen. We 
would feed them all and put them 
on a train. At the border, they 
would be met by a peasant who 
saw them safely over. 

“The peasant was a friend of 
Kitty's husband—beyond that, we 
chose our co-workers by intuition, 
We would quiz prospects on poli- 
tics, and if they sounded decent 
and human, we trusted them. 
That's all. There was no way to 
check anything, really.” 


It took six months for the Ges- 
tapo, with all its resources of cun- 
ning and might, to find the Under- 
ground station behind Etta Shiber's 
door. At last, two civilians knocked, 
were admitted, and proved to be 
policemen. They arrested Mrs. Shi- 
ber, and Kitty soon after. 

For four months Mrs. Shiber 
awaited trial in Cherche Midi 
prison. Then she was released with 
the expectation that she might lead 
to bigger bait. She didn’t. Within a 
week she was back in another 
prison. This time she stayed, until 
in April 1942 she was told sudden- 
ly that she was to be exchanged 
for an unknown German prisoner, 
The same summer Mrs. Shiber ar- 


rived in New York—still wearing 
the clothes she had gone to prison 
in, 18 months earlier,

her. 

“I didn't know how to take so 
much attention,” she confesses. 
Therefore, she stayed quietly at 
home, writing a book about her ex- 
periences.

Member of a pioneer Alberta 
family, Edward Nathaniel Higin- 
botham of 10043 117 street, died 
Monday.

Commence Hearing 
Of Perjury Appeal 


Hearing of the appeal brought by 
Mike Babicz, William Woyweika, 
Louis Polischuk and Jacob Polo- 
way against the conviction and sen- 
tence imposed on them by Mr. Jus- 
tice G, B. O’Conuor on charges of 
conspiring to commit perjury, and 
with obstructing the course of jus- 
tice opened in appeal court Wed- 
nesday morning, 

Three judges, Mr. Justice Frank 
Ford, Mr. Justice H. W. Lunney 
and Mr, Justice W. R. Howson, are 
sitting on the appeal. The appell- 
ants are represented by H. A. Mac- 
kie, K.C., and the crown by J. W. 
McClung, K.C, 

The appellants were found guilty 
by Mr. Justice O'Connor on Feb. 
24, 1943, and were sentenced to 
serve two years less one day in 
Fort Saskatchewan jail. The 
charges arose as the result of al- 
leged perjured evidence given in a 
divorce action brought by Babicz 
against his wife Caroline Babicz, 
A decree nisi was granted by Mr. 
Justice A. F. Ewing on Nov. 15, 
1939, which was made absolute on 
Dec, 27, 1939, after intervention by 
the King’s Proctor against the 
granting of the decree had failed. 

At the hearing of the decree nisi 
Mr. Justice Ewing stated he was not 
entirely satisfied with the evidence, 
and directed that statements of cer- 
tain witnesses be investigated with 
a view to determine whether or not 
perjury had been committed, 

This resulted in the arrest of the 
four appellants in July, 1942, and 
their subsequent conviction and 
sentence on the conspiracy to com- 
mit perjury charges. The investiga- 
tion was conducted by R.C.M.P, of- 
ficers,

Post-War Period 


“While still short of conclusive 
military success we have at least 
reached the stage where a sud- 
den end of the European war 
comes within the range of pos- 
sibility,” F. H. Marsh, president 
of the Bank of Toronto stated in 
the 88th annual statement of the 
bank, 

He urged immediate planning for 


the problems that may arise upon 
a sudden termination of the war in 
| Europe so that the ground work 

laid for the long process of recon- 
version which this time must be 


handled in an effective and endur- 
ing way. 

“Some phases of our post-war 
problems are with us already,” he 
said. “Certain lines of war produc- 
tion are being curtailed in both 
Canada and the United States, thus 
releasing limited amounts of man- 
power and materials for civilian 
use,” 

He said that steps should be 
| taken to insure civilian goods start 


|to move as rapidly as war produc- 
jtion is reduced, and warned if 
these steps were not taken an awk- 
ward problem of surplus labor and 
materials would arise. 

Certain of the wartime controls 
will of necessity be continued into 
}the reconstruction period, At the 
|same time it is hoped that their 
scope and objectives will be modi- 
}fied as quickly as possible, Mr. 
Marsh stated. 

“As our war production termin- 
ates, those controls which were de- 
signed for its special purposes 
should cease and only that degree 
of public regulation which is con- 
sistent with an efficient and aggres- 
sive normal economy retained,” he 
said. 


WOULD HELP 
An early announcement by the 
government of lower taxation 


policy as an incentive to post-war 
planning for full employment 
would be extremely helpful to in- 
jdustry, especially those small in- 
dustries throughout the country 
that form an important backbone 
of employment.

‘Sliding Scale 


Of Penalties 
On Hogs Asked 


CALGARY, Jan. 19.—(CP)—A 
sliding scale of penalties to re- 
place the present deductions on 
overweight hogs was sought by 
the United Farmers of Alberta in 
a resolution introduced at the 
afternoon session of the conven- 
tioh which opened here yester- 
day. 

Farmers of Alberta, the largest 
hog-producing province, are vitally 
concerned with present prices and 
future market trends, it was ap- 
parent from a series of resolutions 
on hog prices passed at the conven- 
tion. 

A total of 279 delegates had reg- 


the U.F.A., United Farm Women of 
Alberta and the junior section of 
the U.F.A. With the addition of 40 
board members, officials and visit- 
ors approximately 400 persons at- 
tended joint sessions of the con- 
vention. 


OUTLINES SYSTEM 


Workings of the food administra- 
tion of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board were outlined by F. 
S. Grisdale, deputy co-ordinator of 
primary food products, in an ad- 
dress last night. 

The sliding scale of penalties on 
heavy hogs, recommended by res- 
olution, was as follows: 50 cents 
on the first pound in excess of 

185 pounds; 50 cents for each ad- 
ditional five pounds up to a maxi- 
mum of $5. The present penalty 
is $3 per head on all overweight 
hogs. The resolution was moved 
by the Rosebud Valley Local, No. 
695.

BACON HOG PRICES 

A price of at least 20 cents a 
pound for bacon hogs at delivery 
points in the west, net to the pro- 
ducer, was advocated by the 
Acadia Federal Constituency Asso- 
ciation in a rsolution passed by the 
convention. The preamble de- 
clared that cost of labor, grain and 
other essentials entering into bacon 
production had risen and the new 
bacon price was inadequate. 

A similar resolution from the 
Owendale local U.F.A. was also en- 
dorsed. 

The convention supported the 
Rolling Hills local in a resolution 
worded as follows: 

“We protest strongly the prac- 
tice of packers in lowering the 
price of hogs in the face of a new 
contract with increased prices for 
bacon; further with a set price to 
the packers we ask for a set 
price to the hog producers.” 

The convention, by resolution, 
asked the federal government “to 
take such action as will guarantee 
a price of at least 12 cents a pound 
for good butcher steers at the stock- 
yards and that no effort be spared 


by the government to retain this | 


very valuable market for Canadian 
producers.”

“the State—that is, upon the poli-

SOCIALIST MENACE 

“Naturally, we are interested in 
preserving our business, in which 
so many shareholders have invest- 
ed, and to which so many deposi- 
tors have entrusted their savings. 
But even more as citizens than as 
businessmen, we deplore the rise 
of this creed,. because we firmly 
believe that implementation of the 
socialist plan would ruin this gen- 
eration and set Canada back cen- 


turies. 

“It is as a citizen as well as a 
banker that I put before you some 
further considerations to which | 
hope you will give your earnest 
thought. 

“The course of the socialist party 
in Canada has been charted for us 
in several books which make clear 
that nothing short of complete 
| socialization of the means of pro- 
duction and finance will satisfy 
the party. That means domination 
of every phase of economic life, 
including agriculture, labour and 
}capital. Therefore, because we all 
fall into one or other of the 
classes, it means domination of 
every individual, 

“What would the 
achieve by nationalization of the 
banks? Their book on social plan- 
ning says that they will form one 
| board of directors for the national 
bank monopoly instead of the ten 
boards which now operate the com- 
petitive chartered banks. 

“Socialistic literature suggests 
that access to the books of 
bank and a consequent rupture of 
the confidential relationship that 
new exists between bank and de- 
positor, would be of inestimaole 
value in determining taxation poli- 
cies. But would this appeal to the 
depositor? 

“Furthermore, as we are orgun- 
ized today, a prospective borrower 
may go from one bank to another 
if he fails to convince the first 


prospects; under the © socialist 
system, unless the prospective 
borrower could convince the state 
bank of the soundness of the pro- 


row money, and also that the 
transaction to be finanved was in 
harmony with socialist party objec- 
tives, he would be turned down 
and would have no other bank to 
look to for a loan, Do you think 
that such a system would assure 
the borrower of as fair treatment 
as he new receives’ 

“I believe the answer to these 
two questions, affecting depositors 
and borrowers, is a positive ‘No,’

perience lead us to expect that 
such a government monopoly of 
banking would lead to avouritism 
of party adherents. At the same 
time, we should witness a spread 
of that sterility of ideas and enter- 
prise which tends to accompany 
every human activity that finds it- 
self in a position of unchallenge- 
able power.” 

PRIVATE BANKING BEST 

| Mr, Wilson suggested that it was 
not simply due to chance that 
banking the world over had con: 
tinued in private hands but that 
the people and the Governments 
had considered it advisable from 
every point of view that banking 
should be-free’of political and par- 
tisan influences, He reminded his 
audience that Canadian banks 
were already effectively controlled 
by the Bank of Canada and that 
further intervention by the Gov- 
ernment in the banking business 
would, in his belief, be superfluous 
and would not be welcomed by the 
majority who deal with the vanks. 

Mr, Wilson again urged business 


|to speak up on its own behalf, 


“Business will have only itself to 
blame if, through inaction, it va- 
cates or fails to occupy fields of 
activity into which it later finds 
that public opinion has forced the 
Government to enter.” 

Mr, Wilson saw no reason for 
approaching the post-war era with 
any defeatist attitude and declare 
ed that the same energy, initiative 
and selflessness which had devel- 
oped in the war years, could be 
used for constructive purposes 
after the peace. 

In all plans for the rehabilitation 
of devastated countries the United 
States and Canada would be looked 
to as leaders, he said. 


POST-WAR REHABILITATION 

“I personally believe that large 
outright gifts of food, raw mates 
rials, finished goods and machinery 
to backward and devastated coun- 


tries will in the long run, and even 
from the most selfish point of 


view, not only contribute most to 
human welfare, but both in the

GENERAL MANAGER'S 
ADDRESS 

Sydney G. Dobson, Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager, in re- 
viewing the bank's Balance Sheet 
said that the volume of business 
passing through the bank's books 
had been unprecedented during the 
past year. Total assets now eX- 
ceeded $1,500,000,000, an all-time 
high in the history of the bank. 

He reviewed at length the part 
played by the banks in assisting 
the country’s war financing. 

“There appears to be a miscon- 
/ception in the minds of some people 
that the banks purchase a substan- 


tial portion of the Government 
public issues and increase their 
learnings in this manner. This is 
not the case. During 1943 two Vic: 
jtory Loans were issued realizing 
$2,692,000,000, The 4th Victory 


}Loan floated in May last was pur- 
lchased by 2,669,000 subscribers and 
the 5th Victory Loan in October, by 
over 3,000,000. In neither loan did 
the banks buy bonds for their own 
account. While there is naturally 
some change in the holdings of the 
original subscribers, relatively only 
an unimportant amount found its 
way into the banks 

| “In com.non with the other banks, 
|we have done everything possible 
to make these Victory Loans a 
success. Managers have encourag- 
led customers to subscribe or to in- 
}erease their subscriptions. All dee 
positors considered capable of sub- 
}scribing for an amount of $50 or 
{more have been written to and 
ladvertisements have been inserted 
jin the press urging depositors to 
subscribe to the full extent of their 
ability.” 


| EARNINGS MODEST 

Despite the tremendous increase 
{in the business of the bank, earn 
ings were modest, said Mr. Dobson, 
/"T think that any fair-minded per 
son will agree that the $2,100,000 
| paid to shareholders last year was 
la very modest amount to be paid 
jo the of the bank, 
when we consider the size of the 
organization and the tremendous 
amount of business it is necessary 
to handle in order to earn that 
amount. Any other type of busi- 
lness working with assets of one 
land a half billion dollars would

lhave been able to earn for share- 
| holders a considerably larger re- 
turn. If we consider this total in 
| relation to our two main earning 
lassets, loans and investments, we 
find that the dividend paid to our 
shareholders was less than 1/5th 
of one cent on the doilar on the 
total of these two items, a very 
trifling handling charge, to say the 
lleast. I have never heard the 
{claim made that Canadian banks 
are not efficiently run, therefore 
the answer must be that the profit 
in banking is small.” 

Mr. Dobson reported that the 
| progress made by the bank's South

ticularly gratifying and that its 
| foreign branches were in a position 
}to be of practical aid in promoting 
| post-war trade, 
The General Manager remarked 
fon the effecient manner in which 
the bank's staff had dealt with 
tremendously increased business 
land provided new wartime services 
despite enlistments, and paid trie 
}bute to the enthusiasm and ability 
}of the many young women who 
have joined the bank since the war 
| began. 
|2,123 ENLISTMENTS 

“The voluntary response of our 
staff to our country’s call had been 
magnificent,” said Mr, Dobson, 
“and there are now 2,123 men in 
the armed forces, Of this number 
2.009 were employed in Canada, 
|which is equivalent to 60% of our 
}Canadian staff of military age at 
jthe outbreak of war. 

“To these men the bank pays & 
portion of the difference between 
their bank salary and service pay, 
They retain their memoership in 
the Pension Fund Society and the 
}bank pays their group insurance 
premiums. We snall welcome them 
when the time comes for them to 
return to their duties in the bank, 

“Unhappily the number of 
casualties has doubled since | last 
reported to you; 67 of our young 
men have now given their lives im 
the cause. Their names, which we 
hold in honour, appear in the print 
ed record of this meeting, and we 
extend our heartfelt sympathy te 
their families,”

years, but T cannot say that T think 
they have uced their abilities and 
opportunitics to the utmost. The| 
time has now arrived whe every- 
one whu potentially can be a fac- 
tor in shaping the future has the 
responsibility to take up his share 
of the burden. 

There are two prerequisites for| 
women as citizens. One is the 
knowledge of the problems. The 
second is an understanding of the 
way to bring about results. If 
women in their organizations begin 
to discuss these two points, some 
kind of action will surely follow. 

1 was interested to find that a 
number of the women with whom I 
talked yesterday were greatly in 
favor of a national service act, 
largely because they felt that the 
woman power of the nation was not 
yet being fully used. I also found 
a recognition of the fact that a na- 
tional service act was linked to the 
control of pricés and the preven- 
tion of a rise in the cost of living. 

The newspapers have told us 
very fully of the need for partici- 
pation on the part of labor in the 
general sacrifice. There should be 
no strikes in time of war. Labor 
leaders themselves have agreed to 
this. But there must continue to be 
an adjustment of situations which 
are inequitable. We have heard 
less in our papers, however, about 
the good deeds of labor than about 
its shortcomings. It is well to stress 
that this program is for an equal 
Sharing of the burdens of the war. 
If wages are stabilized, prices must 
be stabilized too, and profits for all 
people, whether they are farmers, 
industrialists or workers in indus- 
try. wh 

When the war is won, war meas- 
ures should come to an end, or be 
re-discussed from the point of view 
of their value to us in the immedi- 
ate post-war period. The people of 
this country are anxious to do their 
full share on every level. They 
want to work to the limit of their 
abilities, because practically all of 
them have an interest in some one 
whose life is at stake every day 
that the war continues. So profits 
mean little and privileges mean 
less. The end of the war is the ob- 
ject in view and I think it would 
be helpful if the newspapers would 
begin to chronicle the gestures of 
self-sacrifice that have been made 
by every group.

Acne is a skin disorder char- 
acterized by pimples and black- 
heads, in which, in addition to 
acidosis, there is a plugging or 
blocking of the oil glands of the 
skin, Some of the causes of acne 
are; the consumption of greasy or 
rich foods, candy, constipation and 
improper cleansing of the skin. 

Many people are troubled with 
hives or nettlerash which appears 
in the form of wheals accompanied 
by intense itching and a burning 
sensation. Shese wheals may be- 
come as large as a half dollar. A 
case of hives can only occur when 
the patient is suffering from a

The eruption consists 
of dark red patches which spread, 
accompanied by a swelling of the 
underlying tissues. The affected 
parts become painful and there is 
often an intense itching and burn- 
ing The most common form is that

cause of erysipelas is removed, you 
will find that the disease remains 
permanently cured, 

At this time there is a great 
deal of interest in ringworm of the 
toes, also called Athletes Foot. All 
forms of ringworm are contagious 
and may be transmitted from one 
person to another providing that 
the sRin of the second person is 
not resistant enough to withstand 
the invasion of this type of growth, 
Ringworm can be cured by the use 
of a cleansing diet to clear up the 
condition of acidosis which is pre- 
sent, together with the application 
of a suitable preparation for killing 
off the ringworm infection.
